^he United States was announced today 
kit the state department together witli 
bthe names of two Mexicans who will rep- 
lesent the Huerta goTemnient in the 
Negotiations. 


The mediators, at a conference with 
ecretary of Stiite Bryan, comnjunicated 
the department that Gen. Huerta had 
selected to represent 
bis interests 
D. 
Emilio Rabasa, a Mexican jurist, and 
^Augustine Garra Galindo. under secre- 
Itary of justice in Mexico. 
It 
further 
•was announced that a third delegate to 
Represent Huerta would be named to- 
morrow. 


No United States Delegate Chosen. 
Following 
the 
conference 
Secretary 
iBryan made public the Information from 
Mexico which Huerta had communicated 
(first to the mediators through Ambasea- 
!dor Riano of Spain. 
The further 
an- 
vnouncement was made that no delegate 
'to represent the United States liad been 
ieelected. Mr. Bryan wouldn't discuss the 
idetails of the conference further. 
Mr. 
'Kabasa is a close friend of Gen. Huerta 
and it is believed here that he was hi? 
personal 
choice. 
He 
once 
had 
been 
chosen by Huerta to be ambassador to 
the United States in case this govern- 
ment had recognized the Huerta regeime. 


As the announcement from (3'en. Huer- 
ta indicates that a third delegate is to 
be named to 
represent him it 
was 
thought here that either Joaquin D. Oa- 
'Basus or Manuel de Zamacona would be 
the other representative. 


Tampico Incident Solely. 


A general understanding after 
the 
Btate department conference wae 
that 
the mediators had decided to limit their 
actitrtties at this time to a settlement 
of the Tampico incident solely and that 
the appointment of the Huerta delegates 
was made on that 
basis. 
This would 
constitute the mediators an international 
court of honor to decide on whether the 
United States was entitled to reparation 
for the "insult to the flag" at Tampico 
Rnd what form that reparation should 
•Jtake. 


After that point had been .settled they 
•would be confronted by the question of 
indemnity 
which 
would 
probably 
be 
claimed by the United States for its Vera 
Cruz expedition and the other expenses 
incident to tlie present difficulties. 
In 
considering indeannity the question would 
again be raised as to whether the Huerta 
government, not recognized by this coun- 
try, could properly Ije held responsible 
for indemnity. 


Secretary of State Bryan, conferring 
•with the president, said that this gov- 
ernment was not ready to announce who 
"Would represent it in the mediation ne- 
gottiations or Avhether there would lie 
more than one American delegate.

WAS HALF EXPECTED 


Philadelphia, May 4.—The failure of 
Cramp, Mitchell & Co., bankers 
and 
brokers, was announced on the Phila- 
delphia stock exchange today with lia- 
bilities exceeding $3,000,000. 


It had been known for some time that 
the firm, which was prominent 
and 
maintained elaborate offices was in dif- 
ficulty owing to severe losses on under- 
writing operations. 
One of its enter- 
prises was an asbestos corporation with 
headquarters in Canada. 
This concern 
collapsed three years ago but was sub- 
sequently re-organized, the stock and 
bond issue being scaled dovrn from $18,- 
000,000 to $10,000,000. 
Besides the as- 
bestos operations the firm was involved 
in a coal products corporation which 
also failed to come up to expectations. 


The firm was composed of Theodore 
W. Cramp and Howard E. Mitchell. The 
latter, who has been ill for some time, 
was the board member. An involuntary 
petition in bankruptcy was filed in the 
United States district court here and 
immediately 
granted, 
Charles 
S. 
W. 
Packard, president of one of the city's 
largest financial institutions, being ap- 
pointed temporary receiver. 


In the petition 
the liabilities were 
given as $3,600,000 and the assets $3,- 
100,000.

little manhole is expected to carry oil' 
all the storm Avater of a Avhole region 
and it can't do it. Water gets under the 
pavement and the AVork of ruin is be- 
gun. There should be a manhole at every 
corner and other provisions for drainage 
should be made."' 


One bad place at the intersection of 
Hoagland avenue and Taber street AviU 
have to have extensive rt^pairs.

mayor charged the damage to the pave- 
ment to lack of drainage. 


The mayor took occasion to give rt-

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Popular Education 
in 
Thrift 


The general public will note vritli much interest and 
no little hope the entrance into the arena ^ new foe of the 
high cost of living—or the cost of high living, as 3^ou 
chance to view it—the same being a national 
crusade 
"which is to be launched by the American Society for 
Thrift. Local chapters of the organization are to be es- 
tablished in every Amoncan city and town with a popula- 
tion of two thousand or more souls, with the ultimate hope 
that it will be extended to even the smallest villages. 


It is undoubtedy true that we spend dollars today 
•with as little deliberation as our forefathers indulged in 
Bptending nickels. AYe are no longer impressed by real 
values, and to a very large degree conservation of either 
health or wealth is lost sight of entireh^ 
The American 
Society for Thrift, organized b}^ Simon W. Straus, of Glii- 
cago, seeks to impress on the individual the axlvantage of 
personal economy and of reminding the state and national 
lawmakers of the dangerous and unnecessary extrava- 
gance in the iLse of the public's money. One of its funda- 
mental principles is that the teaching of thrift is most ben- 
eficial and gets the best results when applied to children. 


For this reason, it already has embarked on a policy 
'of obtaining the co-operation of public schools and large 
ctíarity organizations to interest boys and girls in garden- 
ing, savings schemes and in various undertakings for earn- 
ing and using ^-^sely small sums of money. Its progTam 
includes the distribution of literature for educational pur- 
poses and giving of courses of lectures dealing with every 
phase of the subject. It is particularly interested in plans 
for better goA^ennnent and economical improvement of 
townè.'and cities. Broadly speaking, its ideal is to edu- 
cate the public, beginning with the children, as to the abso- 
lute necessity for husbanding their resom^es. 


We may take heart from th§,'fact that a large number 
'of'congressmen and state legislators have pledged their 
support to the movement. That is a most excellent place 
bo begin a demonstration of practical thrift. 


The death of General Daniel E. Sickles, last of the 
great comm'anders at Gettysburg, will occasion mo^e than 
passing notice even from a generation which has grown up 
too late to have had intimate acquaintance with his strik- 
ingly original and strangely turbulent career. 
Born a 
fighter, the aged general was a fighter to the last. It was 
in his blood. He knew no serenity. 
His public and his 
private life alike were marked by almost continuous con- 
tention. Beloved of many. General Sickles was as cor- 
dially hated by others, yet there was never from friend or 
foe other than the utmost respect for the fighting quali- 
ties of the man which even age could not still. 
He was a 
strange figure, and one who did not pass from view even 
when age added its burden to the' womids of battle and 
forced him into comparative retirement.

Last March he suffered a hemorrhage 
which left him partly paralyzed. The 
stroke was soon after the death of his 
housekeeper, Miss Eleanor Earle Wil- 
merding. 
Twice last week the general 
suffered hemorrhages and following the 
la.st seizure on Saturday night he lapsed 
into unconsciousness and remained in 
that state except for brief intervals un- 
til his death. 
When conscious in his 
last hours, however, he coTíld not speak. 


Last of Gettysburg Commanders. 


General Daniel Edgar Sickles was the 
last of the great 
commanders who 
fought the battle of Gettysburg. For a 
decade he was a fighter by prèfession— 
all his life he was a fighter by nature. 


The gruff old warrior, with one log 
shot away in battle, his massive head re- 
sembling Bismarck's, was a picturesque 
figure as he hobbled along on crutches 
during the last half century of his tur- 
bulent life. 


His indomitable fighting spirit remain- 
ed to the last. 
Born in New York city 
in 1825, Sickles, at the age of 22, fought 
the whigs as a democrat in the New 
York legislature. At 28 he displayed his 
fighting 
spirit as corporation attorney 
of New York. It Was he who secured 
for his city its great Central park. At 
this time his military career .began as 
major of the 12th regiment. National 
' Guard. New York. 


Before he vvas 32 years old Major 
Sickles had served as secretary of lega 
tion at London under Minister Janies 
Buchanan; he had won a state senator 
ship through a bitter campaign, and he 
was seated in the thirty-fourth congi-ess 
at Washington. 


Sensátion of the Day. 


It was at this time that an event oc 
curred which became the sensation of the 
day. 
Sickles had begun bis second term 
as congressman in 1859 when the na 
tional capital was stirred bv the new 
that the young representative from New 
York had shot and killed Philip Barton 
Key, the United States district attorney 
for the District of Columbia. Sickles de 
dared that Key "had misled Mrs. Sickles 
who was Therese Bagioli, daughter of an 
Italian music teacher. 
The trial lasted 
twenty days, ending in the acquittal of 
Sickles on the ground of 
"unwritten 
law." 
He then 
took 
his erring wife 
back, 


"I am not" aware of any statute or 
code of morals," said Sickles to his crit- 
ics, "which makes it infamous to for- 
give a woman. I can now see in the 
almost 
universal 
denunciation 
with 
'which she is followed to my threshold, 
the misery and peril from which I have 
rescued the mother of my daughter, 
shall strive to prove to all that an ei-r- 
ing wife and mother may be forgiven 
and redeemed." Mrs. Sickles died of a 
broken heart a few years later. 


At the outbreak of the civil war the 
young fighting politician, then 36 years 
old, went to Lincoln to offer his serv- 
ices. . 


"You have been a leader in New York 
democratic politics," said the president. 
"If you kept your end up at that game 
surely you'll dj to take command of men 
in the field. liaise your regiments and 
you Bhp;ll be brigadier general in. com- 
mand," 


Raiaed Excelsior Brigade. 
Sickles raised the famous Excelsior 
brigade in New l'York, taking command 
of one of its regiments EIS colonel. Lin- 
coln kept his word and in 1861 raised 
him to brigadier general. 
His fighting 
spirit early won him his spurs. On the 
Peninsula and at Antietam he disting- 
uijhed himself as a soldier and leader. 
At Chancelloréville hp led a division. At 
Gettysburg he led tlie Third corps, lost 
a leg and became a national hero. At 
37 years of age he had risen from a col- 
onel to major general of volunteers. 


After the war hia fighting spirit led 
him in to the regular armj and he be- 
came first brigadier and then major gen- 
eral. He continued active service imtil 
1869, when he was appointed minister to 
Spain by President Grant. 


At the court of Spain Sickles' vigor- 
ous perso/iïïlity made him a dominatijig 
figure. Four years of brilliant diplomacy 
brought him the ^ithet of "The Yankee 
King of Spain." Here he contracted his 
second marriage with the beautiful ajid 
distinguished Señorita Creagh, 
This ro- 
mance was followed by estrangement 
which was to la«t more than a quarter 
century.

General Sickles' life drew to a close 
with frequent romantic situations. He 
faced bankruptcy proceedings in his last 
years, tliough he had early in life re- 
ceived a large share of his father's $3,- 
000,000 estate, btit his estranged wife 
and son came to his aid on several occa- 
sions. 


His last days were spent at 23 Fifth 
avenue, New York, surrounded by war 
relics and attended by his faithful negro 
servant.

By traveling about thirty ^ l e s a day 
the Indians exseci, to jwa^ WaehinKton 


some time in September. Along the route 
they Avill make speeches upon the object 
of their mission. 
Most of the distance 
will be along the proposed Lincoln high- 
way, and the Indians will speak in favor 
of good roads. 


From Washington they mil go to New 
York, where they hope to interest Y. M. 
C. A. oflicials in the establishment of a 
branch of that organization

agency, the center of tlie Crow reserva- 
tion. It is proposed to make this brancli 
of the Y. M. C. A. serve as a central 
branch for all the reservations near the 
Crows, including the northern Chej'enne 
reserve, which is separated from the Crow 
country only by a low range of moun- 
tains.

Must be Down to Fourteen 
Men and Inside Salary 
Limit Monday.

Owners of Central league clubs have 
one week in which to cut down their lists 
of players to the fourteen allowed under 
l.he constitution and to whip the salary 
inside the lines fixed by the organization. 
This list of fourteen includes everj- man 
who draws a salary and no allowance is' 
made for a non-playing manager. 
All 
of the men at the 
head of 
clubs are 
actively engaged in the game so this rule 
will not affect anybody this season. 


President Louis Heilbroner is watching 
carefully, and in keeping with his policy 
of last season, he will not allow one' cent 
over the limit and his long experience in 
baseball has given him such a close in- 
sight into the manner of evading these 
rule.s that ho has been able to prevent it 
so far. 


Last season there were two instances 
in which efforts were made to evade tiie 
ruling. 
The flr-st was when E. J. Ander- 
son was announced with Billy Wayland 
as purchaser of tlie Terre Haute club, 
and his salary was put in at such a 
ndIculou.sly low iigure that the president 
knew something was wrong. 


He had this matter adj'usted and there 
were some complications at Grand Rap- 
ids where both ^^'illiarr^ E. Essick and Ed 
Smith started out as players and the lat- 
ter gave way to another man on the 
staff. 
This was all arranged 
satisfac- 
torily and ncitiier club got any the best 
of it. 


As a matter of fact a rather favorable 
ti-aining eea-^on ^Rve 
the most of 
the 
clubs opportunity to go 
into the 
first 
game with very few men over tiie limit. 
Fort Wayne has two in Schneider and 
Haines, and they Mill be disposed of in 
.«ome way by t!ie time the week is up. 
Neither will got away as both are re- 
garded 
as good prospects and will be 
placed under options. 


Clubs in the Southern Michigan league 
need players badly b'lit the directors have 
an anti-farmed player rule that is being 
observed and tliat is keeping good young- 
sters out of the teams because men who 
have good 
prospects are 
clinging- to 
them. 


Terre Haute has one or 
two 
more 
pitchers than v.-ill be needed and this ap- 
plies to practically evorj' other club as 
most of them are down in the matter of 
fielders and catchers and the hurling de- 
partment is the only 
one that 
needs 
pruning. 


The president will 
probably 
warn all 
ow,ners 
before tho 
end of the 
present 
week that the rule will become effective 
and they know him well enough to un- 
derstand just what that means. 
He can 
forfeit all games in which cMbs that art! 
over the limit engage, and while he has 
never been 
forced to 
apply it, he is 
ready to. 


Last year the cutting 
do-wn 
process 
twenty days after the start of the season 
worked a hardship on some of the onwers 
because they 
had had 
practically 
no 
training season to look over the men, 
but all of the clubs got through in pretty 
good shape and it is believed they will be 
better equipped this time. 


All of them have experienced the same 
trouble. 
Heretofore it has been possible 
either to buy or secure on options men 
who have been picked up by the majors 
and held because tliey are not quite ripe, 
and who need a season in cla.ss B.^ 


This year the majors have both prac- 
tically abandoned their player limit r^le 
and a're carrying all the men they want 
to. 
In 
former years they could 
place 
these players and pay portions of their 
salaries but this is impossible now and it 
is highly probable that the Central league 
will have to take Its clubs from the men 
it already has. 
Ail ai-e in good form 
with the possible exception of Springfield, 
and that club will be 
strengthened as> 
soon as the players are available.

Noted Millionaire Hunter 
Tramped Far in 
Alaska. 


THEN 
MET 
TRAPPER 


New York, May 4:—Howard S. Reed, 
millionaire huntsman and ranch o^vner 
of California, has come to New York from 
a hunting expedition in Northern Alaska, 
during which he traveled 2,400 miles, 800 
of which were on snowshoes, and for six 
weeks did not see the sun. 
Every year 
for seventeen years he has sought big 
game, anywhere from the tropics to the 
ArcMc regions. 


Last September Mr. Reed fitted out an 
expedition 
in 
Seattle 
and 
took 
the 
steamer for Alaska. 
He was after speci- 
mens of the white bighorn sheep and 
Osborne's caribou. 
He returned to Los 
Angeles in January with the specimens. 


jSone except for two Airedale terriers 
to track and nan down bears, Reed start- 
ed from the Alaskan seaboard. 
He trav- 
eled 150 miles across a desolate and wind- 
swept region before he .met a Canadian 
trapper who agreed to act as his guide 
to the upper waters of the Yukon. 
Every 
pound of baggage "counted," and each of 
the dogs carried twenty-fiTe pounds of 
extras. 
They were hardy animals and 
slept out in the open. 


Reed made 
Indian 
Camp 
on 
Lake 
Klauhne his 
headquarters. 
There 
he 
pitched his tent and cached his supplies. 
It was from there he ventured on one of 
his most daring feats, which almost cost 
him his life. 


"Before long we were paddling for our 
lives. 
The river is narrow and winding, 
and we never knew^ what awaited us be- 
yond the bends. 
The water bubbled and 
foamed all around, Mding from view the 
sharp-pointed rocks. Icy waves filled the 
the canoe with water nnd we had to bail 
continually. 
The Airdales sat, drenched 
and shivering. 
Between the rocks we 
were caught in whirlpools which set our 
canoe spinning until it would be thrown 
but 
suddenly into foaming water con- 
cealing jagged rocks. 
We were carried 
almost 
twenty-five 
miles 
before 
we 
reached 
the bear country and 
landed. 
But a disappointment awaited us. 


"The interior of the Yukon was al- 


ready snowbound 
and the bears were 
hibeniating. 


Winter Rushed Upon Them, 


"That night the weather changed sud- 
denly and by morning the 
river 
was 
frozen and our canoe fast in the ice. 
If 
we remained we might st-arve to death, 
so I decided to abandon 
the 
sleeping 
bags, tent and rifles and return to Indian 
Camp on foot. We had to wade through 
deep rifts and blinding snow along bleak 
mountain passes. 


"There being no bears, I tried for some 
white bighorn sheep. 
We killed five of 
them and as many of the giant caribou. 
The sheep are foimd only on the high 
peaks and on the glaciers, and "we had 
great difficulty in distinguishing 
them. 
Some of our best specimens were lost 
down precipices."

Local chapters of the organi/ation are to be es- 
tablished in every American city and town with a popula- 
tion of two thousand or more souls, with the ultimate hope} 
that it will be extended to even tin; smallest villages.

It is undoubtedly true that we spend doHars today 


•with as little deliberation as our I'o re fathers indulged' in 
spending nickels. Wo are no longer impressed by real 
values, and to a very Large degree conservation ol! either 
fcealth or wealth is lost sight of entirely. The American 
Society for Thrift, organized by Simon W. Straus, of Chi- 
cago, seeks to impress on the individual the advantage of 
personal economy and of reminding the slate and'national 
lawmakers of the dangerous and unnecessary extrava- 
gance in the use of the public's money. One of its funda- 
mental principles is 1hat the leaching of thrift is most ben- 
eficial and gets the best, results when applied to children. 


For this reason, it already has embarked on a policy 


of obtaining the co-operation of public schools and large 
charity organizations to interest boys and girls in garden- 
ing, savings schemes and in various undertakings for earn- 
ing and xising wisely small sums of money. Its program 
includes the distribution of literature for educational pur- 
poses and giving of courses of lectures dealing Avith every 
phase of the subject. Tt is particularly interested in plans 
for better government and economical improvement of 
'towns 'and cities. Broadly speaking, its ideal is to edu- 
cate the public, beginning with the children, as to the abso- 
lute necessity for husbanding their resources. 


We may take heart from the fact that, a. large number 


of'congressmen and state legislators have pledged their 
support to the movement. That is a most excellent place 
to begin a demonstration of practical thrift. 


The death of General Daniel E. Sickles, last of the 


great commanders at Gettysburg, will occasion more than 
passing notice even from a generation which has grown up 
too late to have had intimate acquaintance with his strik- 
ingly original and strangely turbulent career. 
Born a 


fighter, the aged general was a fighter to the last. It was 
in his blood.

General Daniel Kdgar Sickles was tho 


lant of the great 
commanders 
who 


fought the battle of Gettysburg. For a 
decade he was a lighter by profession- 
al! his life he was a fighter by nature. 


The gruff old warrior, with one !<•£ 


shot away in battle, his massive head re- 
sembling Bismarck's, was a picturesque 
figtiris as ho hobbled along on crutches 
during the last half century of his tur- 
bulent life. 


His indomitable fighting spirit remain- 


ed tn the last. Horn in New York city 
in 1S25, .Sickles, at the ngo of 22. fought 
the whigs as a democrat, in the New 
York legislature. At. 2R he displayed his 
fighting spirit as corporation attorney 
of NI-W York. It was ho who secured 
for bin city its great Central park. At 
this time his military cnreer began :is 
major of the 12th regiment, Nation.il 
Gu.'ird, New York. 


'fnre he was Ii2 3'ears old Major 
lcM had served as secretary of legii- 


tion nt London under Minister James 
Buchanan; lie had ywon a state senator- 
ship through a bitter campaign, nnd lie 
WIIH seated in the thirty-fourth congress 
at Washington. 


Sensation of the Day. 


It was at this time that un event oc- 


curred which became the sensation of the 
day. Sickles had bcjguu hi» second term 
as congreflnman in 1850 when the na- 
tional capital was stirred bv the news 
that the young representative from N(»v 
York had shot and killed Philip Barton 
Key, 
the United States district attorney 


for the District of Columbia. Sickles de- 
clared that Key had misled Mrs. Pickles, 
who was Tlicrean liagioli, daughter of an 
Italian music teacher. 
The trial lasted 


twenty (lays, ending in the acquittal of 
Sickles on tho ground of 
"unwritten 


law." lie then 
took 
his erring wife 


buck. 


"I am not aware of any statute or 


code of morals," said Sickles to his crit- 
ics, 
"which makes it infamous to for- 


give a woman. I can now see in tlie 
almost 
universal 
denunciation wir.li 


which she is followed to my threshold, 
the misery and peril from which I have 
rescued the mother of my daughter. 
I 


shall strive to prove to all that an err- 
ing wife and mother may be forgiven 
and redeemed." Mrs. Sickles died of a 
broken heart a few years later. 


At the outbreak of the civil war tho 


young fighting politician, then 3fi years 
o'.rl, went to Lincoln to offer his serv- 
ices. . 


"You have been a leader in New York 


democratic politics," said the president. 
"If you kept your end up at that game 
surely you'll dj to take command of men 
in the field. Ixaise your regiments and 
you shall be brigadier general in com- 
mand." 


Raised Excelsior Brigade. 


Sickles raised the famous Excelsior 


brigade in New York, taking command 
of one of its regiments as colonel. Lin- 
coln kept his word and In 1861 raised 
him to brigadier general. His fighting 
spirit early won him his spurs. On the 
Peninsula and at Antietam ho disting- 
uiihed himself as a soldier and leader. 
At Chanccllorsville he led a division. At 
Gettysburg he led the Third corps, lost 
a leg and became a national hero. At 
37 years of ago he had risen from a col- 
onel to major general of volunteers. 


After the war his fighting spirit led 


him in to the regular army and ho be- 
came first brigadier and then major grn- 
eral. He continued active service until 
18fi!l, when he was appointed minister to 
Spain by President Grant. 


At the court of Spain Sickles' vigor- 


ous personality made him a dominating 
figure. Four years of brilliant diplomacy 
brought him the epithet of "The Yankee 
King of Spain." Here he contracted his 
second marriage with the beautiful nnd 
distinguished Senorita Creagh. This vn- 
manci- was followed 
by 
estrangement, 


which wns to last, more than a quarter 


' century. 
Tn addition to this domestic 


trouble, .came his interference 
in the 


marriage plans of his daughter to a pen- 
niless Spanish nobleman. Father and 
daughter separated in bitterness, the lat-

The crews of the warships in 


full uniform lined the sides nf the war- 
ships and as the Montana passed each 
one of the men atoo«I at attention, the 
marine Kimrds presented arms and the 
ships1 bands played funeral marches. 
Ons by one the colors of the Hghtlr-r 
craft sank to. half mast as the Montana 
steamed throug a lane formed by two 
division* of the Atlantic fleet. 
As nh 
reached the end of the parallel lines th 
Montana gradually Increased her spee 
and when she turned toward the nort 
tlie flags of all the ships fluttered to th 
tops once more 
and

ranks.

Washington. May 4.—That tho federal 


Roverumcnt should take over the Rocke- 
feller coal properties in Colorado is the 
proposition put M|ti;irvly "p to congress 
liy the hill introduced liy Keprescntativc 
J. W. Hryan, of Washington. 


He would have the president use the 


nrmy to qncli1 the warfare now in prog- 
ress, take over the properties, and later 
acijilire the ownerphip under the power 
of eminent domain and run the mines in 
the interest of the piihlic at large and 
the miners who do the work.

house committee," said .Mr. Bryan. "e3- 
tahliehed heyond question the ffroen eco- 
nomic •wronp of penuit.tirnz an individual 
of vast wealth to own and operate such 
properties as those involved in the Colo- 
rado xituation .for his own selfish pur- 
poses and according to his own whim."

Rockefel 
ler and John D. Rockefeller, jr., and all 
persons claiming to own or control the 
miner or property used for mining pur- 
poses, and to hej^in at once to operate the 
said mines and properties as under nor- 
mal conditions, marketing the output of 
nuid mines and giving employment to all 
who are needed in their operation."

to do exactly what. Theodore Roosevelt 
was prepared to do in the. anthracite 
coal strike in 1902 in Pennsylvania, but 
which he did not do hecausc of tho n«ttlo- 
ment of the difTirailtien," explained Mr.
